NEWS NOTES. 

The weather bureau reports that the 
June just closed wa* the coolest for 75 

years. 

The Winchester Sun-Sentinel editors 
and correspondents will have an outing 
on July 11. 

W. T. Brinson, of Wavcross, Ga., 
who weigh* 570 pounds, is said to be 
the biggest Elk in the world. 

John O. Kennedy, a prominent farmer 
of Leitchfield, was thrown fiom his | 
buggy and almost instantly killed. 

The Treasury Department purchased , 
1(10,000 ounce* of silver for delivery at 
Denver at 67.83 cents per fine ounce. 

The Casino building on the bluff over- 
looking the James river water front at 
Newport News, Va., was destroyed by 
fire. 

Three men whom Orchard implicated 
in his confession, took the stand in the 
Haywood trial at Boise and gave testi- 
mony in direct conflict with the star 
witness' story. 

Fifty-two men had a miraculous es- 
cape from death when the wall of a 
Cincinnati store building collapsed. The 
majority were laborers, who were bur- 
ied under the falling bricks. Ten were 
hurt, but none seriously. 

Judge Parker, of the Fayette circuit 
court, decided that the suit of the heirs 
of Dr. B. D. Cox against James and 
Elbert Hargis and Ed Callahan for 
f 100,000 damages on account of the 
murder of Dr. Cox, should be tried in 
Lexington. 

The Missabe ore docks at West Du- 
luth last month broke all former rec- 
ords for shipping iron ore. their total 
being 2,156,956 tons, making the amount 
shipped so far this year 4,094,786 tons. 
The Superior and the Two Harbors 
docks together have shipfied a little 
more than this amount. 

Mrs. loel Thomas, of Rolf, I. T. shot 
and killed her 18 year-old daughter, and 
then shot and fatally injured herself. 
Mrs. Thomas left a note to her husband 
in which she declared she could not live 
longer on account of ill health and that 
she could not be separated from her 
daughter. The family is prominent. 

Brookport, III., was threatened with 
destruction by fire of incendiary origin, 
and the women and children of the town 
had to join with the men in fighting the 
flames with buckets of water, there be- 
ing no waterworks. It is believed that 
a monomaniac is working in the town, 
with a passion for burning buildings. 

Landholders of Harlan county are up 
in arms over the alleged unfair deal- 
ings with them by the agents and legal 
employes of Charles Henry Davis, of 
New York, who is suing over half of 
the landowners of that county for their 
property, he claiming these lands on an 
old patent issued in 1846. A mass- 
meeting of these people has been called 
for to-day, when it is expected that 
decisive action will be taken in the 
matter. 

The Negro. Robert Hocker, who kill- 
ed Newton Veal in Fayette county May 
8, and who has been hunted since, was 
captured in Cincinnati by the aid of a 
Negro woman who gave him away. 
Asked if he was Hocker, the Negro 
said: Yes, and I killed Veal. I used to 
work for him. but left him last fall. 
He abused me and claimed that I owed 
him |3. He owed me money, but I was 
afraid to ask hint for it. He met me 
on the road and started to pick up a 
rock. His brother also came running 
up, and I thougnt they would kill me, 
so I fired. 1 ran to the house of my 
mother-in-law, about 12 miles away. 

1 would have given myself up, but 1 
was afraid of a mob. 1 went to Ixiuis- 
ville, from there to Jeffersonville, and 
and from there to Cincinnati, where I 
waa arrested. I got a wife and two 
children in Lexington, and I've never 
been in trouble before. I wouldn’t 
have harmed Veal if he had not tried to 
kill me."

Very few 
American* attain this distinction, and 
she is widely congratulated. Her fath- 
er, Prof. Scomp. is said to be one of the 
best scholars in Kentucky, and she is 
following in his footsteps. She has 
secured a position in a Central Missou- 
ri college. 

The death on Saturday in this city at 
her home on High street of Mrs. Belle 
Jones, one of the heirs of the Baron 
Springer estate, estimated to be worth 
$80,000,000 has revived interest in this 
collossal fortune, for which there are a 
number of claimants in Kentucky. 
Mrs. W. R. Frazier, daughter of Mrs. 
Jones, stated Monday to a Leader re- 
porter, that Captain C. C. Calhoun, 
the former well-known Lexington at- 
torney, who now resides in Washington 
and who has been so successful in secur- 
ing back claims against the Federal 
Government for soldiers, has been re- 
tained by the local heirs as attorney, 
and letters, papers and other documents 
bearing on the case will at once be 
put in his possession. It is also plan- 
ned to have a meeting soon of all the 
known heirs scattered over various 
States to take some active steps to- 
wards securing this vast fortune, which 
is located principally in Wilmington. 
Delaware. As an indication of the 
value of the estate, some of the leading 
business enterprises in the Delaware 
capital are now located on the land once 
owned by Baron Springer, among them 
the Dupont Powder Works. The death 
of Mrs. Jones removes one of the prin- 
cipal heirs to the Springer millions, 
but there are several other heirs in 
Kentucky. Mrs. Jones left four chil- 
dren.— Lexington Leader. Mrs. Jones 
was a sister of Mr. James P. Goode, 
of Hustonville.
